W. P. FRASER. 
N the passing of William Phillemore Fraser, a 
most important figure, or should we say the 
most important figure, of this era in the affairs 
of the Turf in Canada has been removed. For 
32 years, Mr. Fraser was secretary-treasurer of 
the Ontario Jockey Club, the richest, most in- 
fluential and the most powerful racing company 
in the Dominion. He was all that his office de- 
manded, and more. He was the power behind 
the throne; the man from whom other members 
of the organization sought counsel and advice in 
racing matters. 

He likewise exercised similar influence in the 
affairs of the Canadian Racing Associations, an 
organization of the principal racing associations 
in the Dominion, for the government of racing, 
of which he was secretary. With him always the 
sport was paramount, and he jealously guarded 
it against attacks by the enemies of racing. 

He was more than any individual responsible 
for the work that was done to secure the enact- 
ment of the Miller law, limiting race meetings to 
7 days each track, twice a year, abolishing book- 
making and substituting pari-mutuels. It was 


this act that saved racing in Canada. In 1918 
and 1919, when racing with betting was dis- 
continued in Canada, Mr. Fraser saw to it that 
the King’s Plate was decided each of those years 
and thus preserved the claim for the event that 
it is the oldest in continuous annual decision on 
the continent of North America. 

He had influenced the improvement of racing 
plants all through Canada by the example that 
was set in the beautification and betterment of 
stands and appointments at Woodbine Park. He, 
too, had encouraged the experiments resulting in 
the production of a totalizator, which is scheduled 
to be introduced at Woodbine Park this year. 

Francis Nelson has we%l said: “The predomi- 
nant stimulating influence in the growth of 
racing in Canada to its present might, prosperity 
and high repute has passed. To accomplish this 
purpose, Mr. Fraser brought gifts of courage, 
perseverance and readiness of resource, a cap- 
acity for dealing with men, a wide and thorough 
familiarity with history, ethics and management 
of racing in many countries, a life-long know- 
ledge of the horse and, above all, an enthusiastic 
love for the Thoroughbred horse. Will Fraser’s 
place in the world of racing may be occupied. It 
can never be filled.” 


CHANGE NEEDED. 
HECKING up the ages of the 241 winners of 
stakes races decided in the United States, 
Canada, Cuba and Mexico in 1929, we find that 
75 were 2-year-olds, 75 3-year-olds, 54 4-year- 
olds, 23 5-year-olds, 7 6-year-olds, 2 7-year-olds, 
4 8-year-olds and one 9-year-old. 

We are of the opinion that the stakes events 
are out of proportion. Too many are for 2-year- 
olds. There should be a greater number of events 
for horses over 3 years old. We think this would 
have the effect of conserving the 2-year-olds until 
they are more mature and less likely to contract 
the weaknesses resulting from over racing before 
maturity. We think that by increasing the earn- 
ing capacity of horses over 3 years old, much 
can be done toward improvement of the breed, 
since Owners would have this opportunity for 
greater earnings as an added incentive, and 
would save their young horses for such events.

ELIMINATION. 


E are in receipt of a very sensible sugges- 

tion from J. W. Parrish, Midway, Ky., 
banker, farmer and breeder, who has been more 
than ordinarilly successful in all his undertakings. 
“In regard to getting rid of our surplus Thor- 
oughbreds,”’ he writes to THE BLOOD-HORSE, “TI be- 
lieve closing the breeding season May 15 each 
year will be the humane, quick and profitable 
way. 

“I think this would curtail the production 20 
per cent. We would have early, strong 2-year- 
olds, and the barren mares we could begin breed- 
ing February 1. 

“I believe with 20 per cent less foals, and all 
early February, March and April foals, the 
breeders will derive much more money, both 
through racing and through the Saratoga sales. 

“My early foals win. Late ones come back to 
the farm maidens. We cannot race cheap horses 
successfully so long as conditions are such that 
the races have full 12 on the eligible list, and 
from 20 to 60 thrown out.” 


We would appreciate hearing from other breed- 
ers their reaction to Mr. Parrish’s suggestion, and 
would appreciate also their views fully upon the 
very important subject, since it is apparent to 
all that something must be done by the breeders 
as well as by the racing associations. 


THE EDITOR’S NOTE BOOK 


N the course of Charlie Ellison’s narrative, 

published in THE BLoop-HoRSE for the week 
ending December 28, 1929, it was related, relative 
to the death of the splendid filly, Miss Inez, that 
Ellison secured three quarts of Mumm’s Extra 
Dry, intended to be drunk at the filly’s burial, 
but which Ellison threw away in disgust upon 
finding that some miscreant had stolen the hide 
and left the stark carcass. “I would not have 
published that part of the story,” commented one 
of our friends and regular readers. “Why not?” 
we inquired. ‘Well, it sounds somewhat to the 
offside; that is, it appears so entirely out of 
touch, which is to say, don’t you know, just not 
the regular thing to do.” 

Our friend evidently was unaware that Mr. 
Ellison merely was following a custom which 
found its origin among the early sportsmen in 
England. We displayed to him a sketch of the 
undefeated Eclipse in the course of which it was 
related: “At his interment ale and cake were 
given, as at that of the Godolphin Arabian.” 
Eclipse died in 1789 at the age of 25, and the 
Godolphin Arabian died in 1753 at the age of 33. 

Perhaps if Mr. Ellison’s narrative had been 
published prior to the advent of our much dis- 


cussed and not very effective prohibition (Miss 
Inez died B. P.) that particular portion may not 
have had the irregular ring about which our 
friend remarked.

HILE on this subject of prohibition, the en- 

forcement of which, or the lack of enforce- 
ment of which, perhaps we should say, is now a 
topic before the Congress of the United States, 
and a quite warm topic, too, may we take oc- 
casion to remark that good friends have ap- 
proved and other good friends have disapproved 
what we had to say under the caption 
“Hypocrisy” in THE BLoop-HoRSE for the week 
ending December 7? 

“I wish to compliment you very earnestly and 
to thank you sincerely for the clean and fearless 
manner in which you handled a truth that needs 
to be told and retold,” said the estimable wife 
of a fine young farmer and breeder of Thorough- 
bred horses when she met us a few evenings ago 
as she came from a hotel with her husband, who 
added his approval, also. 


We told her that one of the most successful 
attorneys at the Fayette Bar had informed us of 
his disagreement with the policy of such publi- 
cation, and that it was his thought that the least 
said about such things the better. 


The lady’s reply was that ‘the nation should 
make haste to drop the mask of hypocrisy,” and 
that “the publication of the truth ,at all times 
will speed that most to be desired day.” 


Then just at Christmas time we were chatting 
with one of our closest and best friends, and he 
had told us how he had read THE BLOOD-HORSE 
regularly and interestedly; how he had noted its 
improvement; how glad he is to see that it is 
winning, and then he said: 

“You have made only one blunder since THE 
BLooD-HORSE became a weekly publication. It 
would have been better had you not published 
that editorial under the caption ‘Hypocrisy.’ Not 
that it isn’t true. It is all true, and therein lies 
the rub. We have become a nation of hypocrites, 
and it hurts to be told about it. I understand 
how you were prompted to write that article. 
You were here in town, in the thick of it. If you 
had been out in the country—out on my farm, 
for instance, with my horses, and everything fine 
and free and open, and no drunks about—you 
wouldn’t have written it, because you wouldn’t 
have known anything about it. That’s the case 
with most of the people who say prohibition is 
all right, and that there isn’t as much drinking 
as there used to be, and all that. They are not 
where it is and they do not believe what they 
read about it.” 

There were other comments in approval and 
disapproval by other readers, in the trend of 
those above quoted, for which we are thankful, 
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since it is always interesting and helpful to an 
editor to know what his readers are thinking 
about what they read in his publication. 
* * 

PEAKING about reading and thinking. One 

of our subscribers, who happens to be a live 
wire when it comes to buying and selling horses, 
called us on the ’phone the morning the previous 
number of THE BLOOD-HORSE was delivered in the 
mail. “Say, look here,” he said. “I know you 
have a paper that is well read, because I have 
had results from advertisements I have placed 
in THE BLoop-Horseg, but I did not know that 
people raked it with a fine-tooth comb, so to 
speak.” 

“Yes, well we are glad to hear that they do,” 
we modestly replied, and then asked: ‘But what 
is it all about?” 

“Well, before I got my copy, I had five people 
say to me that they had not known I had done 
so well with those yearlings I bought in August 
and September and sold in November, and each 
one said they had been reading the list of sales 
of yearlings as arranged under their sires in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

“I’m thinking now that maybe that’s a bad 
thing for my business. I’ve got a sort of notion 
that people get sore at a fellow when he is 
doing well—for no good or particular reason, 
just that success seems to sort o’ rub ’em the 
wrong way. I don’t mind people knowing when 
I pick out one at a low price and sell him at a 
profit, if they just won’t get sore about it and 
go to knocking me. What do you think about 

We told him that we know there is a certain 
amount of jealousy in the world, but we know 
also that it is outweighed by wishes that all may 
do well in their undertakings. Some wish others 
well because they possess those finer feelings 
born ef graciousness and brotherly love, and 
some wish others well somewhat selfishly. This 
latter we can, perhaps, best express by quoting 
the trite saying: “If you want to get the white- 
wash on you, you’ve got to go where the white- 
wash is.’”’ If there is one fellow bringing money 
into a community, every fellow in the community 
has a chance to get a piece of it. We think most 
people know this truth, and we think that those 
who do not know it, do not amount to much, 
anyhow. So whatever they may think or say 
doesn’t carry any or much weight with the 
others.

ERHAPS “Old Rosebud” remembered the 
marks of the firing iron on Morsel’s legs, as 
he inspected the horses in Mose Lowenstein’s 
charge at Churchill Downs, and confused the in- 
cident with Misstep when he wrote in last week’s 
“Odds and Ends” the following: “This good lit- 
tle horse is as sound as the day he was foaled, 


although the marks of the firing iron tell of 
former trouble with his fore ankles.” 

“Misstep has never been fired, and he, there- 
fore, hasn’t any marks of the firing iron, but 
there are several others, notably Morsel, nearby 
Misstep as they stand in their stalls, which have 
been fired,’’ very pleasantly said Leo J. Marks, 
master of Le Mar Stock Farm, owner of Misstep, 
in commenting upon the blunder, which we re- 
gret, but no more so, we are sure, than “Old 
Rosebud,” for no earnest commentator, such as 
is he, ever willingly falls into error or makes a 
deliberate misstatement. 

In this instance the saying that “it is an ill 
wind that blows nobody good’”’ is exemplified, for 
in telling us of Misstep’s clean legs, Mr. Marks 
aiso informed us of his decision to retain Misstep 
from the stud and race him this year. He ac- 
cordingly is booking to other stallions the mares 
which had been intended to visit Misstep.

L. THRELKELD, of Pleasureville, Ky., who 
e calls himself a “country banker,” is a most 
pleasant gentleman to know and a student of 
bloodlines with a keen eye for a good individual. 
He dropped into THE BLOOD-HORSE office a day 
or two ago with one of his Henry County friends 
for a chat, during the course of which something 
was said about the success of the Whitney 
horses this year. Thereupon Mr. Threlkeld re- 
marked: “Look here, I’ve got a Whitney-bred 
mare that is just too good looking and too val- 
uable for a country banker like me to own, and 
I’m thinking that I ought to sell her to some- 
body who can afford to and should own her. I 
would sell her if I knew just who would be in- 

terested in her.” 

The mare Mr. Threlkeld referred to is Whisk 
By, chestnut, 1916, by Whisk Broom II, out of 
*First Flight, by Thrush; next dam Earl’s Seat, 
by Wolf’s Crag, she out of Evanthe, by Rosicru- 
cian. Whisk By raced once unplaced as a 2-year- 
old and then was retired to the stud. She is the 
dam of the winners Fly By, Bolton, Herade and 
Woodcock. She has a 3-year-old, Wagtail, by 
*Chicle, which has not won; was barren to *Chicle 
in 1928; has a yearling bay filly by Macaw; is 
in foal to Chatterton (son of Fair Play), season 
paid, and has season reserved to Mad Hatter. 
Whisk By is half-sister to Ruth Law (dam of 
Crazy Coot, by Mad Hatter) and that is the 
reason a season to Mad Hatter was reserved for 
Whisk By. Ruth Law also is the dam of the 
winners Fly High, True Flier, Dauntless, Law- 
less, Croyden, Byrd, Crasher, and Zoom. 

We have presented this subject in this manner 
because we want to be helpful to a subscriber to 
THE BLOOD-HORSE—one who would sell a mare 
and some other who may want that very mare. 
The trading, however, should be done directly 
with Mr. Threlkeld. 
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STUD NEWS 


DISPLAY. 

ROM the office of Walter J. Salmon (in New 

York), owner of the good horse Display, and 
master of Mereworth Stud, THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
in receipt of information that “Mr. Salmon has 
decided that Display will not be retired to the 
stud this season, in view of the present uncertain- 
ty of racing plans for that horse, and also not 
being able to tell definitely just when the horse 
would arrive for stud service. 

“This announcement is made in all fairness to 
the breeders who have booked mares to Display 
for 1930 season. Display could not be retired 
for stud before April 1, and if he trains satisfac- 
torily during the winter, he may again be put 
in tra:ning the latter part of May for the Inter- 
national Race at Chicago. Mr. Salmon, there- 
fore, feels that it would not be practical to book 
Display to outside mares for so short a season.” 

As we read this between the lines, Mr. Salmon 
may breed Display to some mares of his own at 
Mereworth Stud during the period from April 1— 
when he is expected to arrive from Agua Caliente 
after racing for the big prize which would put 
him at the head of the list of winners in America 
—and the latter part of May, but he is not wil- 
ling to subject any other breeders to the hazards 
of such a program and is releasing a!l bookings. 
It will be noted in the Mereworth Stud advertise- 
ment on page 36 in this issue that Display, 
formerly advertised at $1,000, now is announced 
to be private.

FAIR PLAY—KIEV. : 

Commenting upon the death of Fair Play, 
“Watchman,” in The Morning Post (London), 
said: “By Hastings out of a Bend Or mare, he 
did splendid service at the stud for the late Mr. 
August Belmont. The most noted of his progeny 
is Man o’ War, who holds much the same posi- 
tion with the American racing community as 
Ormonde or St. Simon did here.” 

He goes on to say: ‘It was realized early last 
year that the time would soon come for a suit- 
able sire to replace Fair Play at Mr. Widener’s 
stud. Something of first-rate quality was need- 
ed, and the case was met by arranging with Lord 
Derby that Sickle should fill the gap. This bril- 
liant but not very lucky son of Phalaris and 
Selene, who was standing at Newmarket last 
season, has been leased for a period to Mr. 
Widener.” 

This isn’t just quite the straight of it. Mr. 
Widener had decided to put *Stefan the Great 
out of the stud at Elmendorf and it was to take 
his place that Sickle was brought over, while 
*“Stefan the Great was returned to England. 
Now that Fair Play is dead, Kiev, son of *Stefan 
the Great, and, by the way, his best son in this 
country, has been transferred to Elmendorf, after 
having made the season of 1929, his first in the 
stud, at John Wesley Marr’s Clarkland. 


TO BECOME A BREEDER. 

A dispatch from Agua Caliente says Fred 
Almy intends to become a breeder of Thorough- 
breds at his ranch near Phoenix, Arizona, where 
he now has *Harmonique, son of Sardanapale, 
which he got from H. D. Brown. Almy is the 
owner of Tonto Rock, son of Trap Rock, which 
Stuart Polk is training for the Agua Caliente 
Derby. 


LOUISIANA 
FAIR GROUNDS. 
HILE the track was only good after the 
previous rains, the weather was summer- 
like and the attendance of record proportions 
for the opening on New Year’s Day of the 
Louisiana Jockey Club’s meeting of 54 days at 
the Fair Grounds, the closing date to be Shrove 
Tuesday, March 4, the day before the beginning 
of Lent. It is during this period between New 
Year’s Day and Shrove Tuesday, inclusive, that 
racing within the City of New Orleans is limited 
by ordinance adopted a number of years ago. 
The feature of the card was the New Year’s 
Handicap. It produced a keen contest and a 
thrilling finish, the winner being Patricia Marian, 
owned by George Collins, Frankfort, Ky., trained 
by Harry S. Hart, and ridden by R. Cramer. She 
got the decision by a head better than Paul Bun- 
yan, victorious over her by a nose in their pre- 
vious meeting at Jefferson Park, December 29. 
War Instigator was third, a length and a half 
back, a nose in front of Old Slip (stablemate of 
Patricia Marian), a nose better than Calf Roper, 
with Chancellor, the favorite, Yam Toy and Col- 


onel Bell finishing as named. Time for the 1 
1-16 miles, 1:48 1-5. Net value to winner, 
$4,670. 

The chart-maker’s description of the running 
reads: ‘Patricia Marian, away fast, disposed of 
Chancellor for a clear advantage after first two 
furlongs, made a fast pace for the state of the 
track, and, benefitted by light weight, held on, 
resolutely withstanding Paul Bunyan. The lat- 
ter broke slowly, greatly improved position in 
the first quarter, then saved much ground to the 
stretch, where he closed fast on outside, and was 
getting to the winner. War Instigator broke on 
outside of starting machine, moved up fast with 
a big saving of ground entering the stretch, then 
held on well. Old Slip closed gamely. Chancel- 
lor showed early speed under Lawrence Lyke’s 
hustling ride, raced wide during the final three 
furlongs. Calf Roper, under steady restraint in 
the first five furlongs, weakened after making a 
mild bid in the stretch.” 

This was Patricia Marian’s first stakes victo- 
ry, and thus she has shown her improvement un- 
der the handling of Harry Hart. This was her 
89th race, and her 21st win. She has been 7 
times second, 18 times third, 33 times unplaced, 
and has earned $31,700. Her pedigree:

Stourfield was a 
stakes winner and good producer and her dam, 
Avonwick, by See Saw, was also the dam of 
Bard of Avon and other English stakes winners. 


FIRST 2-YEAR-OLD WINNER. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE congratulates Benjamin A. 
Jones, master of Jones Stock Farm, Parnell, Mo., 
on being the breeder, owner and trainer of the 
winner of the first race of the New Year, 1930, 
for 2-year-olds, and likewise the first race of the 
year in America, and the first race at the 1930 
meeting of the Louisiana Jockey Club. The suc- 
cessful youngster is Prince Cloi, by *Cloister, out 
of Royal Dolly, by Right Royal.

Mr. Han- 
cock paid $3,100 for him at the Doncaster sales, 
in September of that year. He came to “Jack” 
Baker’s stable at the Kentucky Association 
course, Lexington, and was broken by his organi- 
zation. He was a grand looking, big bay colt and 
so impressed the writer with his great strength 
that he gave it as his opinion that he would 
prove to be a worthy addition to the bloodstock 
of America. Cloister did not make his first start 
until September, 1923, a year after his purchase. 
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He was unplaced, but four days later at the Lex- 
ington track he won at 5 1-2 furlongs in heavy 
going. His next winning race was at one mile 
in 1:38 4-5, at Latonia, just a month later, on 
which occasion he got up in time to beat Bob Tail 
a head. Bob Tail, the next year, won the first 
Raceland Derby. *Cloister, the next year, passed 
to James McGee and won one race from 16 starts, 
his victory being in a claiming event at 1 1-4 
miles in 2:07 1-5, at Churchill Downs.

32, earnings $39,871.

active training. Taylor has not yet succeeded in 
arranging for the services of a rider. He states 
that Jockey Jimmy Smith will continue in Col. 
E. R. Bradiley’s employ. 


FRANK McCABE’S DEATi:. 

The body of Frank McCabe, an employee of 
Col. E. R. Bradley, who died January 2, after an 
operation for appendicitis in New Orleans, was 
brought to Lexington January 4 and interred in 
Calvary Cemetery, after a requiem mass in St. 
Paul’s Roman Catholic Church. McCabe, 39, was 
a native of Chicago, but had spent nearly all of 
his life in Kentucky and on the Turf, having 
been for the last 16 years in Col. Bradley’s em- 
ploy, the last 5 years of which he spent at Idle 
Hour Farm in charge of the yearlings. He had 
gone to New Orleans with his wife and baby 
daughter only the Saturday before his death. 
His mother, wife and baby survive him. 


SALES AT LOUISVILLE. 


C. E. Durnell and Fred Hood have announced 
that sales of racing material and breeding stock 
will be held at Churchill Downs several mornings 
preceding the running of the Kentucky Derby. 
E. J. Tranter some time ago announced that a 


sale of Thoroughbreds will be held at his new 
Lexington Sales Paddocks the Thursday and Fri- 
day preceding the running of the Kentucky 
Derby, which will be on Saturday, May 17. 


WILLIAM WALLACE RESIGNS. 


William Wallace has resigned as trainer of the 
Xalapa Farm Stable horses and has returned 
with Mrs. Wallace to New York. He stated that 
he had parted on friendly terms with E. F. 
Simms, owner of the vast establishment, and 
that his plans for the future are not made. He 
is open for an engagement, but may train a 
public stable. ‘ 


INSPECTS COE HORSES. 

Bennet Creech, trainer for W. R. Coe, came to 
Lexington this week from Agua Caliente and 
inspected the horses of his employer at Shoshone 
Stud. He was particularly interested in seeing 
those that are to come into his stable this year 
from the farm.

This engagement could not have been 
arranged had it not been for the demise of Rich- 
ard T. Wilson, in whose employ Mr. Healey had 
been for 32 years, the last several of which he 
had also trained the horses carrying the silks of 
Walter J. Salmon. It is stated that the proposi- 
tion was made to Mr. Healey shortly after Mr. 
Wilson’s death, but that it was not accepted until 
after he had ascertained from Mrs. Wilson that 
she intends to greatly reduce the number of 
racers in her stable. Then it was arranged, it is 
said, that Patsy Dwyer, a capable man, long first 
assistant to Mr. Healey, will train for Mrs. Wil- 
son and Mr. Salmon. Mr. Healey is to take charge 
of the Whitney horses February 1, and the an- 
nouncement further is to the effect that James 
Rowe, Jr., will continue as Mr. Healey’s chief 
assistant, occupying the same position he had 
under his father. Young Rowe now is at Brook- 
dale Farm, but has been ill for several days.

MARYLAND 


COMMISSION’S REPORT. 
HE tenth annual report of the Maryland State 
Racing Commission, Messrs, James A. La- 


tane, Jervis Spencer, Jr., and John F. Mudd, has 
been made to Governor Albert C. Ritchie. The 
report relates that the “quality of the racing, 
conducted both during the spring and fall seasons 
of 1929, compares favorably with past years and 
there are no matters calling for special com- 
ment.” 

During 1929, the report shows, the State re- 
ceived in taxes on racing $727,649.89, which was 
$10,988.15 more than in 1928. 

Reductions were made in salaries of officers 
and directors of the Southern Maryland Agricul- 
tural Association operating Bowie, but the rea- 
son was not stated. The 21 directors now re- 
ceive $500 instead of $1,000 each annually. Pres- 
ident M. H. Magruder’s salary was reduced from 
$9,000 to $5,000; General Manager James F. 
O’Hara’s from $12,300 to $7,500, and Treasurer 
John Farrell, Jr., was cut from $12,300 to $7,500. 


GLEN WILD DIES. 


Dr. J. Fred Adams, of Baltimore, sustained a 
loss when his good 4-year-old, Glen Wild, by 
Meridian—Luazuli, by *Knight of the Thistle, 
died of acute meningitis, January 3, at his Glen 
Wild Farm, Catonsville, though he was insured 
for $30,000. Glen Wild won the Riggs Handicap 
at Pimlico in November and he was nominated 
for the Agua Caliente Handicap to be decided in 
March. 


TORCHILLA WINS NEW YEAR’S HANDICAP. 
LYDE VAN DUSEN’S Torchilla, under top 
weight of 126 pounds, won his third consecu- 


tive race, when he ushered in the New Year at 
Havana by winning the New Year’s Handicap 
(1 1-16 miles, 1:44 4-5, track fast, net value 
$1,800). Torchilla had previously accounted for 
the Havana Country Club Handicap. His stable 
mate, Little Torch, was second, and Clear Sky 
was third. Mart Malone, Stampdale, Boom and 
Mop Up finished as named. Torchilla outran his 
rivals to the first turn, then drew away into a 
long lead, and was rated along steadily and held 
safe Little Torch, his closest contender in the 
race.

FLORIDA 


CHEERING. 

HROUGH the action of leading citizens of 
Broward County, a race meeting was open- 
ed at Pompano January 4, and is in progress de- 
spite threats by Fred O. Eberherdt, at distant 
Tallahassee, that he will stop it by injunction un- 
less it is stopped voluntarilly by its backers. 
Jacksonville hotel men have sent a petition to 
Governor Doyle E. Carlton that he lend his aid 
to the passage of laws that will govern and con- 
serve the sport of racing in Florida, which is to 
say that they favor betting under the pari-mu- 
tuel system. The betting at Pompano is under 
the “corporation system” devised at Tampa and 
approved as lawful by the state’s attorney-gen- 
eral. Everything is in readiness for the opening 
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of the meeting of the Miami Jockey Club on Jan- 
uary 16, and reports are to the effect that there 
are more people in Florida now, especially in the 
vicinity of Miami, than at any time since the 
boom days, and a highly interesting meeting is 
expected. Major Warburton, president of the 
Miami Jockey Club, has announced an improve- 
ment program that will require considerable out- 
lay of money, and the minority stockholders have 
been advised that they can have their choice of 
going along with the sportsmen owners of the 
control or of selling their stock at the same fig- 
ure at which the contrilling stock was purchased 
That is fair.
